The total oil production of Okla­ 
homa for the year 1903 will run 
close to *0,000,000 barrels. Of this!

C O H O N C R O N N OKLAHOMA. 


Guthrie, Ok., Nov. 
29.—The best 


estimate obtainable at the present 
time 
is that Oklahoma state 
will 
have a yield of 700,000 bales of cot­ 
ton this year, as against 850,000 in 


1907. This is the estimate made by 


Charles F. Barrett, secretary of the 


j state board of agriculture. He learns 
that the ginning figures, thus far 
obtainable, show 150,000 bales thus 
far less than last season’s figures 


at this time. The estimate of three 
of the biggest cotton firms of Okla­ 
homa City is 675,000 bales for Okla­ 
homa this year. The decrease in yield 
runs about the same over the entire 
state, and in this particular section 
the falling off is in proportion to 
that over the entire state. 
Local cotton men who own lines 
of gins throughout Central Oklaho- 
mo say it takes an average of 1,650 
pounds seed cotton this year to make 
a bale of lint, as against an aver­ 
age of 1,500 pounds of seed in 1907. 
In some instances cotton 
is 
run­ 
ning as well as last year, but in 
others it is taking from 1,700 to 
1,800 
pounds 
to make a bale of 
lint. 
Reports being received at the office 
of the secretary of the l*>ard of 
agriculture show an average of 70 
per cent of the crop picked in the 
state; locally the per cent picked is 
about two-thirds of the crop. As a 
rule, labor has been sufficient, al­ 
though the state labor bureau has 
been frequently called upon for men 
during the season. Some Mexicans 
and Bulgarians have been used in 
the picking, and in Western Okla­ 
homa, some Indians. 
Throughout Northern and Central 
Oklahoma the fanner is selling his 
cotton as fast as it is picked. There 
is 
a 
disposition 
in 
the 
southern 
counties to hold the crop for a bet­ 
ter price, but the majority of the 
crop is being marketed.

M I U FLEET FOR HOME 


Manila., Nos'. 29.— With tho depart­ 
ure from Manila on Dec. I of the 
-Amel ican battleship fleet under com­ 
m and of Rear Admiral Sperry, the 
sixteen vessels that are m aking such 
a 
rem arkable 
round-the-world 
voy­ 
age turn their prows definitely for 
home waters. They have been gone 
from Hapmton Roads nearly a year. 
The officers and men of the fleet 
have been lavishly entertained at ev­ 
ery port the\ touched. Ruch govern­ 
ment endeavored to outdo the other 
in the 
welcome extended the visi­ 
tors and the result, has been a degree 
of official hospitality seldom before 
recorded, in Australian waters the 
Americans were greeted by men of 
their own race; in Japan and China 
they saw the splendors of the Orient, 
and in the Mediterranean Southern 
Europe will turn out to do them hon­ 
or. 


The sixteen battleships, after clear­ 
ing Manial Bay, will head for Colom­ 
bo, Ceylon, where they are due in 
six weeks. They will stay there for 
six days and then proceed to Suez 
without stop. They are due at the 
southern entrance of the Suez Ca­ 
nal Jan. 5, and after leaving Port 
Said. at the northern entrance, where 
coal is to be taken on board, the 
vessels of Admiral Sperry's command

will touch Athens, 
Tripoli, Ville 
Franche, 
Marseilles 
Genoa, Leghorn, Malta, Naples, and

at Gibraltar during

first 
week in February, and on Feb. 6 it 
will leave Gibraltar for either Hamp­ 
ton Roads o r New York.

OIL PRODUt'TIOS IX OKLAHOMA. 


Glenn Oil Pool the largest In the 


World—Production for Two lears. 


Tulsa, Okla., Nov. 28.—The record 


of the oil industry of Oklahoma for 
1908 
is not nearly so sensational as 


was the record of 1907 when Okla- 
homa with a production of 43,000,000 
barrels went to the top of the list 
of oil producing states. The year 
1907 
marked the top of production 


in the great Glenn Pool, 18 miles 
south and west ot Tulsa. This is 
the greatest oil pool ever discovered 
in the United States and the pro- 
duction has been larger than from 
any other pool. The average pro- 
duction of the Glenn Pool during 
1907 
was close to 110,000 barrels a 


day. 
Early in this year the produc- 


tion began to fall off until at the 
close of 1908 the average was less 
than 50,000 barrels dally. 


The total oil production of Okla- 


homa for the year 1903 will run 
close to «,000,000 barrels. Of this 
at least 20,000,000 barrels has gone 
Into storage At the close of 1907 the! 
total storage in the field amounted 
to 37,000,000 barrels and this has 
been leargely increased.

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COTTON CROP J 
OKLAHOMA. 


Guthrie, Ok, Xov. 29.—The best 


esti-mate obtainable at the present 
time is that 
Oklahoma state 
will 


have a yield of 700,000 bales of cot- 
ton this year, as against 830,000 in 


1907. 
This is the estimate made by 


harles F. Barrett, secretary of the 


state board of agriculture He learns 
that the ginning figures, thus far 
obtainable, shour 1oO,000 bales thus 
far less than last season's figures 
at this time The estimate of three 
of the biggest cotton firms of Okla- 
homa City is 675,000 bales for Okla- 
homa this year. The decrease in yield 
rims about the same over tlie entire 
state, and in this particular section 
the falling off is in proportion to 
that over the entire state. 


Local cotton men who own lines 


of gins throughout Central Oklaho- 
mo say it takes an average of 1,650 
pounds seed cotton this year to make 
a bale of lint, as against an aver- 
age of 1,500 pounds of seed in 1907. 
In some instances cotton is run- 
ning as well as last year, but in 
others it is taking 
from 1,700 to 


1,800 
pounds to make a bale of 


lint. 


Reports being received at the office 


of the 
secretary of the board of 


agriculture show 'an average of 70 
per cent of the crop picked in the 
state: locally the per cent picked is 
about two-thirds of the crop As a 
rule, labor has been sufficient, al- 
though the state labor 'bureau has 
been frequently called upon for tmeri 
during the season 
Some Mexicans 


and Bulgarians have been used in 
the picking, and in i Western Okla- 
homa, some Indians.

Manila, Nov. -29.—With the depart- 


ure from. M&oila on Dec. 1 of the 


- -American battleship fleet under com- 


mand of Rear Admiral Sperry, the 
sixteen vessels that are making such 
a remarkable round-the-world voy- 
age turn their prows definitely for 
home waters. They have been gone 
from Hapintou Roads nearly a year. 


The officers and men of the fleet 


'have been lavishly entertained at ev- 
ery port they touched. Each, govern- 
ment eudea\oreU to outdo the other 
in the welcome extended the visi- 
tors and the resuH has been a degree 
of official hospitality seldom

En Australian wateis the
